ANNUAL MEETING, 1935 

Motion by Counci.: That the Annual Meeting of the 
Association in 1935 be held in early September in 
Melbourne, Australia. 

Amendment by BricHton: That whilst fully appre- 
ciating the cordial invitation received to hold the Annual 
Meeting of the British Medical Association in Melbourne, 
Australia, in 1935, and with every desire to hold such a 
meeting at an early date, this Representative Body does 
not consider it desirable to accept the invitation for 1935, 
in view of the financial situation, and the cost to the 
Association of the attendance of honorary officers and 
officials ; that an Annual Meeting has been held recently 
in Canada ; the deprivation of a scientific meeting for the 
members resident in the United Kingdom ; and the very 
limited numbers who would be likely to attend from 
Great Britain in 1935, if any. 


FUTurRe REPRESENTATIVE MEETINGS 


Motion by Torouay: That this Annual Representative 
Meeting urges the Dasudlakies to hold all future Annual 


Representative Meetings in London, in view of the 
economies which would thereby be effected. 


Law RELATING TO ABORTION 
Motion by Bricuton: That (with reference to para. 17 
of Annual Report of Council) the Council be instructed 
to proceed during the coming year to the promotion of the 
committee foreshadowed at the A.R.M., London, 1932, 
on the law of abortion. 


Motion by WarrINGToN: That (with reference to 
para. 17 of Annual Report of Council) the Council be 
instructed to give effect to Minute 143 of A.R.M., 1932, 
by setting up a special committee to consider the ‘law of 
abortion, as soon as the work of the special committees 
on nutrition and the medical curriculum set up by the 
Council in 1932-3 has been completed. 

{Minute 143 of A.R.M., 1932.—Resolved: That the Council 
consider the question of se tting up a special committee, 
including members of the legal profession, when the finances 
of the Association allow this to be done, to consider any 
modification or medifications of the law dealing with 
abortion. ] 

FINANCES OF THE ASSOCIATION 

Motion by MaryLeBone: That the Council be con- 
gratulated on the excellence of its financial statement for 
the past year in times of much difficulty, and it be urged 
to continue to exercise the strictest economy in view of 
the heavy commitment of the Association.

Motion by Ayrsnire: That the Brit:sh Medical Asso- 
ciation consider the advisability of forming a Defence 
Society within itself. 


Poticy oF ASSOCIATION AND CAPITATION GRANT TO 
BRANCHES 
Motion by Bricrron: That in the opinion of this 
Annual Representative Meeting, the Council, by means of 
its Central Committees and medical staff, having satis- 


_ factorily elaborated during the past thirty years the policy 


of the British Medical Association on the more essential 
medico-political questions as they affect the United King- 
dom, it is desirable that during the coming years the 
Council, apart from scientific questions, should devote its 
attention to securing the approval and the adoption of 
these policies in the various Branch and Division areas 
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both by the medical profession and by the laity ; it being 
recognized that such development of local organization will 
inevitably require a larger initial grant than the present 
six shillings per head out of a subscription of from two 
to three guineas (see By-law 31 (1)) ; as it will be found 
necessary and desirable in order to carry out this proposal 
effectively to engage whole or part-time clerical assistance 
with office accommodation for definite areas, as such are 
approved of from time to time by the Representative Body 
on the recommendation of the Council. 

Motion by Bricuton: That for words ‘‘ not exceeding 
six shillings ’’ in By-law 31 (1) there be substituted ‘‘ not 
exceeding ten shillings.’’ 


EXPERIMENTS ON ANIMALS 


Motion by Bricuton: That a committee be appointed 
by the Council to consider the whole question of experi- 
ments on animals. 


RELATION OF ASSOCIATION WITH AGENCY FOR 
INTRODUCTION OF PATIENTS 


Motion by BristoLt: That (with reference to para. 65 
of Annual Report of Council) in the opinion of the 
Representative Body it is undesirable that the British 
Medical Bureau should receive a commission for the in- 
troduction of patients to doctors. 

Motion by MaryLeBone: That para. 65 of the Annual 
Report of Council be referred back to the Council. 


MEDICAL PRACTITIONERS AND ROAD ACCIDENTS 


Motion by Counci_: That it is inopportune at the 
present time to approach the Government with the sugges- 
tion that it should assume responsibility for the provision 
of emergency medical attendance and treatment in all road 
accident cases. 

Motion by BirmMInGHAM CENTRAL: That (with reference 
to para. 69 of Annual Report of Council) the necessary 
steps be taken to persuade insurance companies concerned 
with accidents in connexion with motor vehicles to adopt 
the following method of procedure in cases of such 
accidents. The practitioner who has been called out to 
a street accident where a motor vehicle is involved shall 
send his account for such attendance direct to the insur- 
ance company insuring the vehicle concerned. The com- 
pany shall remit the amount claimed direct to the doctor, 
if, after investigation, the company finds that it is liable 
for the damage caused at that accident.

Motion by KeNnsinGton: That (in connexion with 
para. 79 of Annual Report of Council) with reference to 
para. 406 (a) (3) of the report of the committee appointed 
by King Edward’s Fund to inquire into out-patient 
methods, the Association should now definitely extend 
its support to the further expansion of Public Medical 
Services. 

Para. 406 (a) (3) of the report on out-patient methods 

—referred to above—reads as follows: 


406.—We accordingly recommend 


(a) That hospitals should be encouraged to develop 
the consultative side of their out-patient work and the 
reference of non-urgent minor cases, after first attendance, 
to suitable agencies which provide general practitioner 
treatment, subject to the following safeguards: 

(3) That the reference of minor cases to other agencies 
should not be made a rigid rule, but should be introduced 
only gradually and applied only with gradually increasing 
strictness ; except possibly where, as in the case of insured 
persons, an alternative agency has already been estab- 
lished, the services of which are immediately available 
at no further cost to the patient. . .

Motion by Torovay: That (with reference to para. 118 
of Annual Report of Council) this Annual Representa- 
tive Meeting urges the Association to press for the strict 
observance of its recommendation that all patients attend- 
ing hospital for consultation or treatment should bring 
with them a letter from their private medical attendant, 
whether they are members of a contributory scheme 
or not.

Non-emergencies, unless they require special treatment 
which can only be obtained at hospital, shall be referred back 
to their own doctor without receiving advice or treatment.

IMPORTATION OF MOTOR CARS INTO THE 
IRISH FREE STATE 


The motorist wishing temporarily to import a car to the 
Irish Free State will be well advised to seek the assistance 
of the Automobile Association or the Royal Automobile 
Club, as without this he is likely to encounter considerable 
trouble as well as delay at the ports of importation and 
exportation. Every motor vehicle is subject to Customs 
duty, and before importation may take place this must 
be deposited. Arrangements may, however, be made 
through one of the leading motoring organizations whereby 
a heavy cash deposit with the Customs may be avoided 
and a triptyque (Customs permit) may be obtained which 
will secure the entry and exit of the car without delay. 

In addition to the formalities attendant on passing the 
Customs, it is necessary to comply with the Irish Free 
State registration and licensing regulations, and _ here 
again the services of one of the motoring organizations are 
almost indispensable, as without the international motor 
vehicle and driving permits which they are able to supply 
a motorist cannot use his car in the Irish Free State until 
he has re-registered it and obtained ordinary driving 
licences, as the British licences are not valid in the 
Free State. 

Apart from these essential services, all arrangements 
for shipment are made, including the reservation of cat 
space and cabin accommodation, the issue of passenger 
tickets and car freight vouchers, thus relieving the 
motorist of all responsibility and trouble once his tour 


has commenced. Uniformed officials meet the motorist 


at the principal ports in Great Britain and the Irish 
Free State, attending to all formalities on his behalf and 
thus ensuring that he is not inconvenienced in any way.

Professor D. K. HENDERSON gave an address on preventive 
aspects of mental illness, in which he summarized the latest 
scientific findings upon the nature of early mental disease. 
It was important to realize, he said, that mental illness could 
not be accurately differentiated, but that all its different forms 
had to be considered as personal reactions to difficult situa- 
tions in the mental life of the person affected. He laid special 
stress on those types of mental illness occurring at the 
adolescent period. Although symptoms were important, they 
were apt to be misleading ; more significance should be 
aitached to the setting in which they occurred, to the type 
of onset, and to the constitution of the individual. Cases 
were reported which showed how emotional factors might 
produce physical symptoms. The actual tracing out of 
psychological factors was not a lengthy business so long as 
there was command of a satisfactory method of examination 
and of a technique. 

The discussion which followed showed that great interest 
had been taken in the lecture. Drs. Boyp, Brock, DouGLas, 
and Dickson discussed various points, and on the motion of 
Dr. BaLtrour GraHaM a vote of thanks was accorded the 
lecturer. 


Kent Brancu: Bromiry Division

METROPOLITAN Countics BrancH: SourH-WeEst Essex 
DIvIsION 


A meeting of the South-West Essex Division was held at 
Livingstone College, Leyton, on April 4th, when Dr. 
DowLtInc was in the chair and fourteen members were 
present. A letter was read from the vice-chairman of the 
Connaught Hospital, in which he apologized for the wrong 
impression aroused by the report of his remarks made at the 
annual meeting of the hospital. He suggested that repre- 
sentatives of the Division might care to meet the hospital 
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council in order to discuss difficulties. It was decided that 
members and non-members wishing to contribute to a pre- 
liminary discussion should be invited to attend the next 
meeting on May 9th. 

Dr. Burnett Rae read a most interesting paper on ‘‘ This 
Inferiority Complex.’’ He pointed out that a true sense of 
inadequacy, which was an essential condition to progress, 
should not be confused with an inferiority complex. The 
causes of a true inferiority complex were sometimes physical, 
sometimes mental, and sometimes environmental. Relief from 
the inferiority complex was sought along the lines of (1) 
Tepression or partial repression, (2) dissociation, (3) evasion 
and unconscious rationalization. All these were  unsatis- 
factory ; the only true solution was acceptance of all the 
facts, right and justifiable feelings, reorientation to society, 
with due appreciation of the gifts and successes of others. 

On the motion of Dr. Jays, seconded by Dr. Watson, 
a vote of thanks was accorded Dr. Rae. 


SoutH WALES AND MONMOUTHSHIRE BRANCH 
A meeting of the South Wales and Monmouthshire Branch was 
held at Abergavenny on April 6th, when Dr. W. W. Jones 
presided and forty members were present. Dr. HERBERT 
Evans read a paper on recent advances in the treatment of 
anaemia, and Dr. W. H. HastinGs read another on radium 
therapy. 

Dr. Evans first compared the two achlorhydric types— 
namely, pernicious anaemia and simple achlorhydric anaemia 
—which resembled each other superficially. The blood picture 
was, however, quite distinctive. He drew attention to the 
importance of the reticulocytes in pernicious anaemia in 
estimating the result of treatment. These cells were non- 
nucleated but striated, the striae diverging from a central 
point. For their demonstration they required to be stained 
with cresyl-blue intra vitam. As regards the treatment of 
pernicious anaemia, it was generally accepted that the specific 
antibody concerned was formed in the stomach and stored in 
the liver. It was destroyed by heat. Extracts of liver or 
stomach was now replacing the unpalatable raw material. 
It appeared that treatment had to be continued for the 
remainder of the patient’s life. The addition of hydrochloric 
acid to the treatment did not seem to be necessary. Subacute 
combined degeneration of the spinal cord as a complication of 
pernicious anaemia had attracted a good deal of attention. 
Either or both of the sensory and motor tracts might be 
involved, and the symptoms varied accordingly. When the 
sensory signs predominated the clinical picture resembled that 
of tabes, but it progressed more rapidly and no pupil changes 
were present. Specific therapy did not seem to prevent it, 
but massive doses of iron had proved beneficial in some cases. 
This was rather remarkable, because this line of therapy was 
that adopted in simple achlorhydric anaemia, the minimal 
doses being 45 grains daily of Blaud’s pill, or higher doses of 
the scale preparations of iron. Dr. Evans concluded that 
both types of anaemia represented deficiency diseases. 

Dr. Hastings dealt with the technique of radium therapy, 
with special reference to the treatment of carcinoma of the 
tongue and cervix uteri. He gave details of the methods of 
application, dosage, and filtration. He said that the chief 
dangers arising from the use of radium within the mouth were 
secondary haemorrhage and necrosis of bone. The first could 
be obviated to a large extent by adequate filtration. Bone 
necrosis came on later, possibly many years after treatment ; 
it was probably due to a slowly progressive endarteritis 
obliterans of the blood vessels and lymphatics. Details were 
given of the application of long needles to the tongue ; the 
lecturer preferred these to the use of seeds. The needles were 
retained tm situ for a week, and a few days after their 
removal the reaction began which should obliterate the lesion 
and restore mobility of the organ. The relatively good results 
of radium therapy in cervical carcinoma were due to the fact 
that it was possible to place radium in the centre of the 
growth and round its edge so as to secure homogeneous 
radiation. Moreover, the tumour developed in most cases 
from squamous-celled epithelium, and was thus very amenable 
to this form of treatment. Dr. Hastings considered that the 
Paris technique, introduced by Regaud, was as fruitful in 
good results as any other method. It should be followed by 
a course of deep x-ray therapy of the whole pelvic cavity 
through multiple fields.

The chief subjects discussed were: local measures jg 
support of the medical charities ; the arrangements made by 
the Public Assistance Committees for payment in respect of 
patients admitted to hospitals and operations performed upoa 
such patients ; and the desirability ot urging the Association 
to take action to ensure the strict observation of income 
limits in hospital contributory schemes throughout the 
country.

Mr. RowLey Bristow gave a most interesting 
paper on fractures of the lower extremity. Numerous lanter 
slides were shown demonstrating the principles of reduction, 
and also the disastrous effects of certain types of non-reduc. 
tion and bad splinting. The lecture concluded with a 
practical demonstration of the application of the Thomas splint 
on a living model. 

On the motion of Dr. J. W. Kemp a hearty vote of thanks 
was accorded Mr. Bristow. 


YORKSHIRE BRANCH: LEEDS DIVISION 


At a meeting of the Leeds Division, held on March 24th, 
when thirty members were present, Dr. W. MacApam gave an 
address on the medical aspects of diseases of the thyroid. 

Dr. MacAdam said that the thyroid readily underwent 
hyperplasia in constitutionally susceptible individuals, as a 
result of physiological, psychical, or septic stimuli. With 
removal of the stimulus one of three things might happen: 
average involution, when the gland returned to normal; 
hyperinvolution, when the secreting cells perished and left 
cysts filled with colloid ; and hypo-involution, when areas of 
hyperplastic secreting tissues remained as miliary adenomata. 
In the light of this concept medical diseases of the thyroid 
might be divided into three classes. (1) Simple goitre 
(parenchymatous and colloid), a deficiency disease due to 
lack of iodine or to inability to use iodine, which appeared 
at puberty and made an extra demand upon the thyroid. 
To compensate the deficiency it underwent hyperplasia, pro- 
ducing the simple parenchymatous goitre. With the cessation 
of the physiological stimulus it either returned to normal or 
hyperinvoluted to the resting stage of colloid goitre. (2) 
Nodular goitre resulted when repeatedly recurrent stimuli, 
psychical or septic, prevented involution taking place and 
there remained areas of hyperplastic tissue. (3) Exophthalmic 
goitre or Graves’s disease, characterized by hyperthyroidism 
plus dysthyroidism, appeared to be a disease per se. The 
treatment of simple goitre consisted in the supply of iodine. 
In the colloid stage, when the gland was exhausted and rest 
was required, thyroid and iodine should not be administered 
until réduction in size had resulted from the substitution 
therapy. No treatment was required in nodular goitre without 
hyperthyroidism, except removal of psychical stimuli and septic 
foci. In nodular goitre with hyperthyroidism—the so-called 
toxic adenoma—surgery was clearly indicated before the 
cardiovascular system became damaged ; x-ray therapy was 
not successful in this condition. In the treatment of Graves’s 
disease rest was the first essential, with the administration of 
iodine. In the crises iodine could be administered pet 
rectum. The diet should be low in fat to prevent iodine 
absorption, low in protein on account of tissue stimulus 
action, and high in carbohydrate. Five units of insulin night 
and morning, guarded by one ounce of glucose, helped much 
in restoring tissue waste. Dr. Rowpben took part in the 
discussion which followed, and, as one of the pioneers @ 
x-ray therapy, insisted upon the use of x rays to 
exclusion of surgery.

MEDICAL BENEFIT AND THE SEAMEN’S NATIONAL 
INSURANCE SOCIETY 


The following statement will make clear the exact 
ition of insurance practitioners in relation to insured 
rsons who are members of the Seamen's National Insur- 

ance Society. 

The Seamen’s Society differs from all other approved 
societies 1 that it alone administers the medical benefit 
of its members, which for all other approved societies is 
administered through Insurance Committees. This special 
arrangement was introduced in the 1911 Act during its 

ge through Parliament, and applies only to approxi- 
mately one-third of insured members of the Mercantile 

Marine—that is, those who are members of the Seamen’s 

Society. The remaining two-thirds of the insured members 

of this service, being members of the National Seamen’s 

and Firemen’s Union and other approved societies, obtain 
their medical benefit in the normal way. It follows, 
therefore, that the obligations resting upon an insurance 
ractitioner by virtue of his agreement with an Insurance 

Committee do not apply to any attendance on and treat- 

ment of a member of the Seamen’s National Insurance 

Society, unless the society, taking advantage of pro- 

yisions under the Act, has arranged with the appropriate 

local Insurance Committee for the administration of 
medical benefit to its members in a particular area. As 
this has not been known to occur it may be ignored. The 

Seamen’s Society pays for medical attendance on any of 

its members by a fee per item of service upon a pre- 

determined scale. Unless an insurance practitioner has 
intimated to the society his willingness to treat any of its 
members in accordance with the society’s scale, or (if he 
has not so intimated his willingness) unless he renders an 
account to the society for treatment of one of its members 
in accordance with this scale, he may charge whatever 
he considers to be an appropriate fee, which is payable, 
if he so desires, at the time of attendance. In so doing 
he does not contravene any of the provisions of his 
agreement with the Insurance Committee, nor is he 
obliged to inform this committee that he has charged 
private fees, as would be necessary if the insured person 
so charged were a member of any other approved society. 

A practitioner charging private fees to a member of this 

society should not give any prescription on the official 

N.H.I. form. Nor should he make use of the official 

form Med. 40 in giving any certificate the patient may 

demand (in fact, if he charges private fees he would be 

ill advised to do so), notwithstanding any statement by 

the society that it is empowered to receive certificates 

in respect of its members on this form. For the informa- 
tion of those practitioners who do attend members of the 
society in accordance with the scale of fees printed on the 
back of the form usually handed to the practitioner by 
the member, it should be borne in mind that the scale is 
subject to a 25 per cent. addition as from January Ist, 

1924, and a 10 per cent. deduction as from October, 1931. 

As the 10 per cent. does not apply to drugs, only 1/12 

ang be deducted from the accounts of doctors supplying 

rugs. 

It is the Association’s opinion that all insured seamen 
shouid obtain their medical benefit in the ordinary way 
through Insurance Committees. This view was endorsed 
by the Royal Commission on National Health Insurance 
(1926), which recommended : 


“That the special arrangements under Section 63 (5) for 
providing medical benefit to the members of the Seamen’s 
Insurance Society be discontinued, and that members of the 
society should in future receive their medical benefit under 
the normal arrangements.”’ 


The Commission reported that, having questioned the 
representative of the Ministry of Health (Mr. Brock) on 
the subject, it received the following reply: 

“Since medical benefit was first instituted, the arrange- 
ments for the treatment of temporary residents and the 
Tecognition of the right of any insured person to treatment 
whether on the list of a doctor or not, make it, in our view, 
unnecessary to continue the exceptional treatment of the 
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Seamen’s National Insurance Society. A large number of 
foreign-going seamen are members of other societies, and, as 
far as 1 know, there is no evidence that these persons experi- 
ence any difficulty in obtaining whatever treatment they need 
under the ordinary provisions of the Act.’’ 

In giving evidence before the Royal Commission the 
National Seamen’s and Firemen’s Union (the membership 
of which is almost exclusively composed of seamen of the 
Mercantile Marine) stated that: 

‘““So far as we know, the ordinary benefits arrangements 
work as well for seamen as for any other section of insured 
persons. We do not remember receiving any complaint that 
any of our members could not get medical attention whenever 
it was required through any fault of the medical benefit 
arrangements. As far as our experience goes, there would 
appear to be no reason for any special arrangements regarding 
medical benefit for men employed in the Mercantile Marine.’’ 

Again, the Federation Committee of the Association of 
Insurance Committees, speaking on behalf of all Insur- 
ance Committees for the country, made the following 
statement before the Commission : 

‘‘In the early days of the insurance medical service there 
may have been some reason for separate arrangements, but 
in view of the modifications since made to meet the needs of 
temporary residents and travellers, and the development of 
the collective responsibility of insurance practitioners to 
provide treatment (including emergency treatment), the initial 
reasons no longer exist for the exceptional arrangements for 
members of this society which do not extend to persons in the 
Mercantile Marine who join other approved societies.”’ 

It would appear, therefore, that with the exception of 
the Seamen’s National Society itself, everybody con- 
cerned with the administration of national health insur- 
ance considers that the normal arrangements for the 
administration of medical benefit through Insurance Com- 
mittees should no longer be abrogated in favour of the 
members of this one society. 

Subsequent to the publication of the recommendations 
of the Royal Commission in 1926, representatives of the 
Insurance Acts Committee of the Association met repre- 
sentatives of the Ministry of Health, and they were 
informed that legislative effect would be given to the 
above-quoted recommendation of the Royal Commission 
in the next amending Bill to be promoted in Parliament. 
On the publication of the text of this Bill it was found 
that the matter was not referred to. Nevertheless, the 
Insurance Acts Committee is continuing to press that the 
existing state of affairs should be remedied. 

It may be asked why the Association so strongly advo- 
cates an alteration of the state of affairs so far as the 
administration of medical benefit under this society is 
concerned. Apart from the fact that the society’s system 
violates the principle of ‘‘ free choice ’’ inherent in the 
National Health Insurance Acts, reference to a memo- 
randum on the subject which appeared in the Supplement 
of February 13th, 1926, will reveal further points of objec- 
tion. Briefly, that memorandum, based on official facts 
and figures, and including those submitted by the society 
to the Royal Commission, shows that, whereas the amount 
available out of national health insurance funds for the 
medical benefit of members of all other approved societies 
is spent wholly on medical benefit in the year in question, 
the amount so received by the Seamen’s Society is not so 
spent, as illustrated by the following table taken from the 
memorandum.

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It should be noted that the cost 4.3 to 5.8 shillings 
per member expended by the society includes services 
which are outside the range of general practitioner treat- 
ment, such as operations and specialists’ and consultants’ 
fees. Strictly speaking, therefore, the amount spent on 
a service comparable to that of the normal insurance 
service should be less than the figures quoted. Lastly, 
the Insurance Acts Committee has had reason to complain 
to the Ministry of Health that practitioners who have 
rendered accounts to the society strictly in accordance 
with its scale of fees in cases of prolonged illness have 
been requested by the society to accept in settlement of 
their accounts a lump sum smaller than the total charges 
based on the society’s scale. As illustrative of the weak- 
ness of the society’s position, it is understood that in 
some seaport towns practitioners are paid higher rates 
than the scale fees, owing to their joint refusal to admit 
the appropriateness of this scale to working conditions. 


THE HOSPITAL POLICY 

AN AppeaL Boarp FoR CONSULTANTS SCHEMES?—Pay- 
BEDS IN VOLUNTARY HospitTaLs.—HospitaL TREATMENT 
OF PROFESSIONAL FOOTBALLERS.—GENERAL PRACTI- 
TIONERS’ Access TO CouNcIL 


The Hospitals Committee of the Association met on 
the morn'ng and afternoon of May 10th, under the chair- 
manship of Dr. Peter Macdonald, when several matters 
were considered and furthered. 

The first to be brought forward was the question cf 
setting up an appeal board in connexion with the schem: 
for providing certain classes of persons with the services 
of consultants and specialists at reduced fees. The Council 
had referred back a proposal that any practitioner aggrieved 
by the decision of the regional consultants committee 
concerning his eligibility for the panel should have the 
right of appeal to a central committee. It was pointed 
out in the committee that the consultants service ia 
London had been operating for more than a year without 
the necessity of an appeal tribunal, and that the national 
ophtha'mic treatment service, which covered the whole 
country, also embodied no such provision. It was agreed 
that until the necessity was shown to arise, as instanced 
by a certain amount of discontent, an appeal tribunal 
should not be recommended. A factor in this decision 
was the large size of the proposed regional areas, which, 
it was considered, went a long way to rule out any local 
prejudices (or the susp‘cion of such, which comes to the 
same thing). 

With regard to the criteria for admission to the con- 
sultants list, it was felt in the committee that the third 
of the usual criteria—namely, that the applicant is 
generally recognized by other practitioners in the area 
as having special proficiency and experience in the subject 
—might be too loosely applied. The first and second 
criteria, relating to the holding of hospital appointments, 
and the undertaking of special study or engaging in prac- 
tice in the specialism—are capable of exact determination, 
whereas the third leaves a wide field for option. It was 
the feeling of the committee that it ought not to be 
considered sufficient for an applicant to hand in letters 
from three or four practitioners, saying that they were in 
the habit of sending cases to him for a second opinion. 
Something more definite than this is visualized, and 
the attention of the Consultants Boards will be drawn to 
the need for careful scrutiny of applications which are 
based on this particular criterion alone. 

It was reported to the committee in a letter from an 
absent member, Dr. Fothergill, that the Charity Com- 
missioners, following upon representations from voluntary 
hosp:tals, were considering, with the Law Officers of the 
Crown, the introduction of a Bil to enable such hospitals, 
under given conditions, to alter their charters so as to 
permit them to use their buildings and funds for purposes 
for which they were not originally intended—that is, for 
provision of pay-beds. This has been forced upon the

hospitals by the pressure of circumstances, but it mall 
that the position of the staffs should be safeguarded ; 
these developments. Legislation on such lines, if 
carefully watched, might make the position of the 
with regard to contributory patients very difficult N 
Bill has as yet been introduced, but the committee onl 
sidered that a close watch should be kept on any intend. 
ing legislation. 

The question of the treatment of professional footballers 
arose on a letter addressed to the committee from a 
London consulting surgeon, who referred to the Practice 
of many professional football clubs of sending their Players 
to hospital when in need of advice or treatment, inclyd; 
operation. In many of these cases transfer fees amount. 
ing to several thousands of pounds have been paid 
the clubs in connexion with these players, so that the 
clubs are obviously capable of affording normal private 
fees for advice and treatment. It appeared from the 
experiences exchanged at the committee table that it jg 
not unusual for professional clubs to send a player to 
a surgeon for private advice and to pay a consultatiog 
fee, and then, should he advise operation or a course of 
treatment, this is sought at some hospital where gg 
operation or other fee for medical services has to be paid, 
A point to bear in mind is that the fact that these persons 
are engaged in a game does not in itself differentiate them 
from other persons engaged, say, in a dangerous trade, 
for whom the employer has liability. The committee 
instructed the Medical Secretary to approach whatever 
controlling bodies in the football word seemed to be 
most suitable, with a view to the investigation of the 
ground for complaint. What the committee had in mind 
was the illegitimate use of hospital services on a mor 
or less charitable basis on behalf of ‘‘ crack ’’ players 
whose maintenance in fitness or rapid recovery from 
injury is a matter of extreme importance, represented by 
considerable sums of money, to the employing body. 

A very complicated local controversy which had arisen 
in a Northern town over the question of the admission of 
general practitioners to treat cases at a council hospital 
occupied the committee for more than an hour, and the 
honorary secretary of the Diviston concerned kindly 
attended to outline what turned out to be not so much 
a dispute as a misconception in some respects of Associa- 
tion policy. It appeared that the medical officer of health 
had inquired as to the views of the Division on attendance 
by local practitioners on ‘‘ municipal ’’ or “‘ assisted” 
cases in the council hospita', and the Division had stated 
that it did not desire such facilities in the case of these 
patients, but adhered to paragraph 30 of the Hospital 
Policy, which relates to attendance by practitioners on 
contributing and private patients. This attitude had 
been challenged by a town councillor, who was a medical 
man, though not a member of the Association, on the 
ground that it was not in conformity with the views of 
the Association as expressed by resolution of the Repre- 
sentative Meeting. The secretary of the Division explained 
that it was his Division’s view that it would be hghy 
undesirable for any fees to be paid in respect of services 
in the public wards, secing that medical attendance was 
already provided by the rates, so that if any fee were paid 
on behalf of such persons, cither directly by the public 
health authority or by the persons themselves, it would 
mean double payment, and would be resented both from 
the ratepayers’ and from the patients’ point of view. It 
appeared, however, that the Division had concentrated 
rather too much upon certain paragraphs of the Hospital 
Policy to the exclusion of others, and had not qute 
gathered the bearing upon the whole situation of the Asso 
ciation’s proposals for a general medical service for the 
nation. In these latter it is not claimed that every practi 
tioner would wish to follow his patient into hospital, but 
that there is a class of patient, irrespective of social status, 
which rightly comes within the general practitioner's 
sphere of activity, and that in many areas admission to 
hospital means loss of contact, to the disadvantage of 
patient and practitioner alike. After a very amicable and 
useful discussion, the divisional secretary undertook to have 
the position reconsidered, so that, the local authority

ing, freedom of the wards might be given to such 

ctitioners as desired it, always, of course,eunder the 
jsion of the superintendent. 

The committee had before it a memorandum by Dr. T. 
Gwynne Maitland, medical superintendent of the Cunard 
Steam Ship Company, on the treatment of workmen's 
compensation cases in hospital. The memorandum con- 
fained a suggestion that it should be recommended in 
the Hospital Policy that fracture clinics be established 
in both voluntary and council hospitals in industrial 
centres. The committee received the memorandum sym- 

thetically, and considered that it made out a strong 
case for investigation. It was decided to ask for the

PREFERENTIAL TREATMENT IN PUBLIC 
HOSPITALS 

Sir,—Since qualifying a few years ago, and during my 
subsequent career as hospital resident, general practitioner, 
and consultant, I have observed with increasing shame and 
surprise (that it should be condoned), a certain practice, 
common in our profession, which secms to me to be 
dishonourable. I refer to the arrangement whereby a patient, 
in need of institutional treatment, but declaring himself to be 
too poor to afford a nursing home fee, may go to the private 
rooms of a member of the hospital honorary staff, pay him 
a sum of money, and expect him in consequence to use his 
influence to obtain for him preferential treatment, such as 
early admission, in a public hospital. I have seen hospital 
wards three-quarters full of these special cases, while other 

tients, more urgently ill, are awaiting beds which rightfully 


belong to them. ; 
{ know most members of honorary stafis dislike the system, 


but say they cannot afford to stand out against it alone. ° 


Surely this is a matter for the Ethical Committee of the 
BM.A., if not for the General Medical Council itself.—
